"There ate more than SO crops 
that must be pollinated In or- 
der to produce, and since na* 
ture has been upset by modem 
farming the only pollinators 
we have In sufficient numbers 
are honey bees." 


"If the farmers would apply 


Insecticides according to the 
recommendations of the exten- 
sion service we could eliminate 
a large portion of destruction 
to honey bees," McLester said. 


McLester explained that only 


worker bees, which are fe- 
males, will sting. 


Drones, the male bee, don't 


even have stingers, and the 
queen bee Is too busy running 
things to bother about stinging. 


Often, It seems, that bees will 


sing some people while others 
can handle bees and let them 
crawl til over them without be- 
ing stung. 
"Bees are very sensitive to 


odor," McLester says. "And 
persons who are afraid of bees 
give off a very strong odor to 
the bees," He said It seems 
that when the bees smell this 
odor, they know they are mas- 
ters of the situation and sting 
with vengeance.

WASHINGTON (AP) - 
The 


dream of a college education for 
all young Americans, so dear to 
the hearts of parents and politi- 
cians, is being called into seri- 
ous question on Capitol Hill. 


The charge has been made in 


Congress that the four of every 
five American youths who now 
fail to complete college are vic- 
tims of a national obsession 
with the goal of a college educa- 
tion for everyone. 


Even In the academic world 


itself it has been argued that ed- 
ucators have oversold the idea 
of a college education as the key 
to success. 


A better goal for a national 


education policy, said these crit- 
ics, is some sort of vocational 
education for all—some prepa- 
ration for choosing, getting and 
holding a decent job. A college 
education^may^be^a gopd-;vways.,,, 
ibr-'some" to'get'such'prepara- - 
tion, they say but it's not the 
only way. 


Yet In a nation where only one 


youth in five graduates from 
college, the federal government 
contributes nearly three times 
as much money to support high- 
er education than vocational ed- 
ucation. And the total has re- 
mained fairly level for three 
years in vocational education 
while rising rapidly for higher 
education. 


Rep. 
Albert H. Quie, R-Mlnn., 


one of the strongest advocates 
of better vocational education, 
estimates 90 per cent of those 
who come into the job market 
without a college degree have 
never 
learned a marketable 


skill. 


The bitter fruits of this policy, 


he says, are staggering rates of 
unemployment 
among 
young 


people and the $1 billion a year 
the 
government spends 
on 


work-training programs to reha- 
bilitate them. 


The framework for a national 


policy of universal vocational 
education has been prepared by 
a special advisory council ap- 
pointed by John W. Gardner, 
secretary of health, education 
and welfare.
